Elementary schools and the 
movement of children to schools 
nearer to their homes. The pro- 
posed changes will go into effect 
in September 2002 following 
public hearings. (The first hear- 
ings were held this week.) 

Leta Mach, chair of 
Greenbelt’s Advisory Committee 
on Education, said that, to the 
best of her knowledge, the city 
had not been notified of the hear- 
ings that were held this week. 
She commented that it is difficult 
for a community to have involve- 
ment in the changes proposed 
when they are not informed of 
meetings affecting their residents.

Greenbelt Middle 

Greenbelt Middle School will 
be significantly affected by the 
opening of Hill Road Middle 
School. The school should be- 
come less overcrowded, decreas- 
ing from about 150 percent of 
capacity to about 109 percent. 
The shifts most affecting 
Greenbelt students include movy- 
ing the French Immersion pro- 
gram to Robert Goddard Middle 
School. In addition, sixth graders 
from Springhill Lake Elementary 
School who have been attending 
Greenbelt Middle School due to 
overcrowding at their own school, 
will return to Springhill Lake.

Arts Board Re-evaluates 
Ceramic Arts Program

The Arts Advisory Board, 
made up of citizens in the com- 
munity who are interested in the 
arts, met December 2 for their 
monthly meeting to determine if 
there is a need to re-evaluate the 
visual and ceramic arts educa- 
tional programming at the 
Greenbelt Community Center. 
The board, consisting of 11 
members, reviews and makes rec- 
ommendations regarding the for- 
mal arts policy for the city. It 
works to increase citizen partici- 
pation in arts programs and ad- 
vises the city council on matters 
relating to the arts. 

“The city council’s general 
policy. is to evaluate city pro- 
grams often; to give more people 
a chance to participate in activi- 
ties. The council considers what 
programs need improvement and 
what people in the community 
need. Available resources must 
also be considered,” said Mayor 
pro tem Rodney Roberts, who 
was present at last Thursday's 
meeting. 

When the council was review-

ing proposals last year, it decided 
to put out another request for 
proposals regarding the visual arts 
programming this January. 
Thursday the Arts Advisory 
Board recommended against 
seeking proposals for a revamp- 
ing of the visual and ceramic arts 
educational program. 

History 

Debate surrounding who 
should run the arts program in 
Greenbelt has been underway for 
some time. In 1992, the 
Greenbelt Community Center be- 
gan arts programming with only 
a “skeletal staff,” said Nicole 
DeWald, liaison from the Depart- 
ment of Recreation to the advi- 
sory board. Visual arts program- 
ming at this time was being held 
at the Greenbelt Youth Center, 
where little staff and resources 
were available. 

Jessica Gitlis and her organiza- 
tion, Greenbelt Pottery, was des- 
ignated a studio in the Center but 
the Recreation Department did

tary sixth graders now attending 
Greenbelt Middle School will 
also be assigned to the Berwyn 
school.) Some additional stu- 
dents will move from Springhill 
Lake to schools nearer to their 
homes. Capacity at Springhill 
Lake Elementary will decrease 
from 133 to 121 percent of ca- 
pacity. 

Not all students who live in 
Springhill Lake apartments attend 
Springhill Lake Elementary. Be- 
cause of busing for desegregation, 
almost 100 students from the 
apartments are bused to Oakcrest 
Elementary. Next fall, these stu- 
dents will come closer to home, 
not to Springhill Lake Elemen- 
tary, but to Berwyn Elementary. 

Greenbelt Elementary 

Students at Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary School will be affected by 
the re-opening of Dodge Park El- 
ementary. Approximately 65 stu- 
dents living in Washington

Resident 
Assaulted 
At Center

A male resident was injured 
after he asked the driver of a car 
parked outside Generous Joe’s at 
9:30 p.m. on December 9 to turn 
down his blaring car radio. The 
man got out of his car at once 
and came up uncomfortably close 
to the resident, warning him that 
he’d “better get out of here,” or 
words to that effect. “Joe’s was 
open, but the Center [Roosevelt 
Center] was pretty empty,” the 
resident told the News Review. 

Then someone came from be- 
hind the victim, probably from a 
group of about a half-dozen 
people gathered in front of Chef 
Lou's, and knocked the resident 
to the concrete, where either two 
or three people kicked and yelled 
at him. One assailant then took 
the victim’s wallet and ran, while 
“the driver kicked me one more 
time and got back in his car,” the 
resident continued. Although he 
suffered a broken shoulder blade 
and bruises, the man was able to 
go into Joe’s to call police. 

The Fire Department’s EMTs 
assessed his condition, and the 
man went to Doctor’s Hospital 
where X-rays were taken. “I was 
surprised by the intensity of the 
attack,” he said, “and I just hope 
more good people start hanging 
out in the Center, not deserting 
it.” He said he appreciated the 
patience and respect with which 
the police treated him. 

One suspect is described as a 
white male in his 20s, 5’11', 160 
Ibs., with red hair and blue eyes, 
who fled the scene in a vehicle de- 
scribed as a 1993 Ford four-door.

Metro BWI Shuttle Is 


Welcome Addition

A recent trip to New Hamp- 
shire gave me a chance to test 
out the new service that Metro is 
offering. Metro Bus Route B30 
begins at Greenbelt Metro Station 
and travels non-stop to Baltimore 
Washington International Airport. 

The service begins at 6 a.m. 
and runs every 40 minutes until 
11:20 p.m. Monday through Fri- 
day and 8:40 a.m. to 11:20 p.m. 
Saturday and Sunday. The 
schedule is posted at one stop 
among the regular bus stops. A 
neighbor dropped us off, but you 
could take the bus. There is a 
minimal cost, and with a transfer 
from a Metro bus or train it’s 
even less. 

The buses are supplied by 
Metro and retrofitted with com- 
fortable coach-type seats and 
built-in luggage carriers. The 35- 
minute ride was uneventful ex- 
cept for a very short tie-up be- 
cause of construction on the Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway. 

There is only one stop on the 
trip, namely the international sec- 
tion of the airport, near the bag- 
gage claim area. We like this 
feature, especially since we flew 
Southwest, which is currently the 
last baggage claim area. The bus 
stop is the same for returning to 
Greenbelt. Upon return we 
waited approximately 20 minutes 
to catch the bus and had another 
uneventful trip home. 

I highly recommend this 
method of transportation, which 


aves. time, money and is _practi- 


cally hassle-free. This benefits 
the traveler and the environment.

Patronage Refunds 

Members of the Greenbelt 
Consumer Cooperative should 
find a little extra in their mail- 
boxes this month; patronage re- 
fund vouchers have been sent out 
in time for holiday shopping. on 
December 1 and 2, 946 vouchers 
were sent out on December 1, 
according to Co-op chairman Jim 
Cassels. The vouchers are part 
of a patronage refund program 
established by the non-profit co- 
operative. This year the refund 
amounted to $76,480.25 or 
1.18% of member purchases, 
75% of which was distributed in 
the form of vouchers and 25% of 
which will be credited to each 
member's capital account. If a 
member's capital account has 
reached the maximum amount of 
$1,000, then the entire refund is 
given in the voucher. Cassels 
notes that of the vouchers mailed 
out, 40 have been returned as un- 
deliverable. Often the problem 
stems from members moving 
without changing their address on 
file at the store. If a mailing ad-

not know what to do with this 
program, Gitlis said. Gitlis began 
working with Barbara Simon and 
formed the Greenbelt Association 
for the Visual Arts (GAVA), over- 
lapping staff and resources. 
Gitlis and Simon proposed to the 
city council that GAVA provide 
the Center’s visual arts program- 
ming. In 1997, GAVA was hired 
on a contractual basis to provide 
these services. For the past three 
and a half years, the city con- 
tracted with GAVA to provide all 
visual arts programming, Barbara 
Simon, director of GAVA, said. 

Last year, Jessica Gitlis and 
other potters sought a contract to 
independently. provide ceramic 
programs. At this time, GAVA, 
now without the potters, re- 
quested a contract to remain in 
charge of all the programming at 
the Center, DeWald said. 

“GAVA just got too big and 
was too much work,” Gitlis said. 
“I wanted to return to smaller 
more focused jobs.” 

By the time the council was 
accepting requests for proposals, 
the potters recommended they be 
designated a staff position. The 
council agreed, designating a staff 
position specifically for pottery. 
Jessica Giltis was hired as the ce- 
ramic expert. The council also 
offered a contract to GAVA to 
provide all other services, which 
GAVA declined. The Department 
of Recreation is currently provid- 
ing the services GAVA would 
have provided with the existing 
staff and the help of the visual 
arts expert, Gwendolyn Aqui. 

Even though GAVA does not 
have a contract with the council, 
it remains independently active at 
the Community Center providing 
programming, especially in the 
GATE program, Simon said. 

A new request for proposals 
- would allow any interested orga- 
nization to submit a proposal ex- 
plaining a need for new program- 
ming. If approved, this group 
would then be on contractual ba- 
sis' with the city. GAVA has al- 
ready informed DeWald and the 
city it will respond if the council 
announced a request for propos- 
als, Simon said. 

Not Necessary 

Yet; it is the Arts Advisory 
Board’s opinion that such action 
is unnecessary, Teddy Primack, 
chairman of the board said. 

Three factors went into this 
decision. Most members of the 
board stated they were happy 
with the variety of program 
choices and the diverse body of 
the instructors at the Community 
Center. According to the data 
compiled by the board, 89 pro- 
grams have been offered for chil- 
dren, teens and adults in the first 
two quarters of 2002, 70 pro- 


The board’s goal in expanding 
the program is to. increase 
Greenbelt’s chances in any future 
application for grant support. By 
increasing the number of recog- 
nized artists participating as in- 
structors, the board hopes to not 
only gain grant support but to 
also increase ongoing efforts to 
recruit talented instructors, build 
participation levels, and cultivate 
programming partnerships. 

Mark Giltis and other mem- 
bers of the board cited the “lack 
of need” for a proposal revamp- 
ing the educational arts program- 
ming. Others present felt re- 
evaluation of the program should 
be considered only if there is a 
problem in the current program. 

Barbara Simon, director of 
GAVA, agreed that a full evalua- 
tion of the current program is 


‘needed. A full report should in- 


clude financial records, cost 
analysis of the programs and 
quality of the programs among 
other sections, she said. 

Course Evaluations 

In January, the courses evalu- 
ations, completed by students en- 
rolled in the fall semester of pro- 
gramming, will be available to 
the council, DeWald said. These 
evaluations, conducted by 
Greenbelt’s Recreation Depart- 
ment, will show the caliber of 
education provided as well as stu- 
dent satisfaction or dissatisfaction 
with the programming, she said. 
The board stressed council mem- 
bers need to evaluate these re- 
ports in order to detect a prob- 
lem. 

“Numbers of participants, pro- 
grams, attendance is objective cri- 
teria of a program’s quality,” 
Mark Gitlis said. “A request for 
proposals should fulfill a lack in 
programming.” 

But, Simon feels that the 
council decided to have a request 
for proposal concerning the pro- 
gramming last year and should 
keep its promise. 

“Since the city council decided 
to have a request for proposal 
(RFP) last year without reports, it

should have one this year. Even 
if the reports are superlative, the 
RFP should be conducted,” 
Simon said. Jessica Gitlis, 
though, is happy with the pro- 
gram the way it is and thinks it 
shouldn’t be changed. 

“When the city didn’t know 
how to run the program, indepen- 
dent contractors were needed. 
Now, the recreation department 
has evolved to the point where it 
has the infrastructure to support 
the programming with the help of 
arts specialists,” she said.

Heights (Nalley Road/Capital 
View Drive) will transfer from 
Greenbelt Elementary to Dodge 
Park Elementary. On the other 
hand, some other Greenbelt stu- 
dents, about 100 students living 
on Hanover Parkway and cur- 
rently attending Magnolia El- 
ementary, will go to Greenbelt 
Elementary. 

Greenbelt Elementary had 
been over capacity for several 
years until a number of students 
left during the last school year 
when a large apartment complex 
was closed. These new changes 
will put the school at an esti- 
mated 84 percent capacity next 
year. 

Magnolia Elementary 

Magnolia Elementary currently 
schools about 200 students from 
Greenbelt East, of whom about 
half will be transferred to 
Greenbelt Elementary under the 
proposed changes. This shift and 
the movement of others out of 
Magnolia will result in a signifi- 
cant decrease in its size, from 
146 to 103 percent of capacity. 

These proposed changes will 
do much to decrease crowding at 
the local schools. However, it 
will involve a tremendous shift in 
Greenbelt’s student population.

Snake for 2002 Gala

Staff and volunteers are work- 
ing hard to make this New Year’s 
eve in Greenbelt one of the best. 
In the Greenbelt Community 
Center, the Youth Center and 
Roosevelt Center, activities are 
scheduled from 7 p.m. to mid- 
night.

Greenbelt residents are so en- 
thusiastic they began working on 
the festival’s decorations this 
weekend at the Festival of Lights.

Morisette 
used “colorful items” like alumi- 
num foil, cling wrap, official 
Mardi Gras beads, donated gar- 
land, fabric and plastic grocery 
bags to make up the snake’s skin. 
Most of these items are recycled 
and chosen by Morisette because 


they are good at reflecting light. 
The core of the snake will be 
Christmas lights held into place 
by the tightly woven materials of 
the “skin.” 

Gabby Wynn, 7, of Greenbelt, 
was by Morisette’s side, feeding 
the material into the loom. “I 
think its cool, and I like helping,” 
Wynn said. 

The three Cummins sisters, 
Patty, 4, Rose, 6, and Mary, 4, 
also helped Morisette by pushing 
the pedals of the loom, even 
though their legs were barely 
long enough to reach them. 
Luckily, Jeremiah Hammett, 9, 
was around to help the girls push 
the levers. “I like doing the 
weaving because the colors are 
pretty,” said Patty Cummins. 

Last week, Morisette began 
putting the over 12 ft. of recycled 
string of every color in the rain- 
bow on the loom. Morisette pro- 
jected it will take her about a 
week to finish the project. She’s 
eager for the children to see their 
work on display. 

“When a child sees an art 
project on display it legitimizes 
the work they’ve done,” Morisette 
said.

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GHI Board Reviews Policy for Paying Member Losses’

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) Board of Directors at its 
November 29 meeting, consid- 
ered guidelines for the coopera- 
tive assuming responsibility for 
losses to personal property as a 
result of incidents that result in 
damages to member homes. The 
board also decided not to install 
a sprinkler system in its offices 
and to initiate a complaint panel 
to deal with those members who 
are not in compliance with the 
GHI beautification program. 

Under the GHI mutual owner- 
ship agreement, GHI assumes re- 
sponsibility for the building 
structure of each home and car- 
ries insurance to cover losses. 
Members are responsible for their 
personal property and also any 
building improvements. Accord- 
ing to GHI staff, members are 
encouraged to obtain insurance to 
cover personal property losses but 
not all members have done so. 

After some members com- 
plained about GHI not assuming 
responsibility for losses to their 
property for some incidents such 
as roof leaks, 
limbs and employee mishaps, the 
issue was brought to the board 
for its review. 

The board suggested that per- 
sonal effects be covered by GHI 
if they were damaged due to em- 
ployee mishaps or negligence. It 
also conceded that there are 
some circumstances that are un- 
foreseeable and GHI cannot be 
held accountable for covering 
those damages. 

The board did not make any 
permanent decisions regarding 
. how staff should view assessment 
of liability. Manager Gretchen 
Overdurff told the board that the 
staff would compile the sugges- 
tions from the meeting and bring 
a draft of the proposals to the 
next board meeting for inspec- 
tion. A change in policy will 
likely show up in the form of a 
motion at a later meeting, 
Overdurff said. 

Overdurff said there are some 
items, such as photographs, that 
insurance will never cover if 
damaged. It is those types of in- 
cidents where GHI staff was 
looking for direction in determin- 
ing if it should cover the losses 
or if homeowners should be re- 


fallen trees and. 


sponsible. The board came to a 
general consensus that if the ho- 
meowner had a responsibility for 
causing the damage then they 
would have to foot the bill. 

Board member William Phelan 
agreed, “If you’re a homeowner 
and your hot water heater leaks, 
that happens sometimes...and 
GHI can’t be responsible.” In 
that situation all of the damage 
associated with an accident like 
that would be the responsibility 
of the homeowner. 

Eldon Ralph, manager of plant 
and facilities, said that, “we’ve 
got to be consistent because we 
could have a tree fall and damage 
a barbeque grill...and members 
would feel we are responsible to 
replace it.” But, Phelan and other 
board members said that if the 
tree was overlooked by GHI or 
the homeowner had asked to have 
it removed, then GHI should be 
liable. 

Sprinkler System 

The board also decided to 
scrap plans to include installation 
of a water sprinkler system in the 
Greenbelt Homes office building. 
The removal of the sprinkler sys- 
tem and necessary water service 
to the system frees more than 
$58,000 for other building reno- 
vation uses. This change will 
most likely expedite the date of 
project completion. 

The suggestion to remove the 
system from the project plans 
came after it was discovered that 
existing water lines could be in- 
adequate to support the system. 
Currently a 2 inch line and a 4 
inch line run from the Washing- 
ton Suburban Sanitary Commis- 
sion (WSSC) main water line on 
Ridge Road. The lines supply 
water to a fire hydrant and for 
domestic use within the building. 

Ralph said that WSSC officials 
deemed a 2 inch line to the hy- 
drant as unacceptable and a 4 
inch line would be marginal. In 
addition, Ralph said WSSC will 
only allow one water line to be 
tapped into its main line. There- 
fore, to complete the project the 
two lines would have to be re- 
placed by one 10 inch line ca- 
pable of providing water for the 
sprinkler system, the hydrant and 
domestic use. 

Staff and architects working 
on the project had thought that 
the Prince George’s County Per-

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mit Department would mandate 
the system because of the extent 
of the renovation. However, 
James Downs, a fire protection 
engineer with the permit depart- 
ment, ruled that it would not be 
mandatory to install a sprinkler 
system. 

Overdurff, in reference to the 
deletion of the sprinkler system 
said, “I think if we had a high- 
rise building then we might take 
a different approach.” The board 
concluded that considerable pre- 
cautions had been taken to ensure 
fire safety, such as upgraded fire

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alarm systems and fire rated car- 
peting and walls. In addition, the 
advantages of a sprinkler system 
were outweighed by the addi- 
tional costs and delays that would 
be necessary to satisfy WSSC. 

The $1/2 million allocated to 
the sprinkler system and new wa- 
ter line service can now be used 
for other aspects of the renova- 
tion project said Vice President 
Susan Ready. 

Complaint Panel 

The board also decided to be- 
gin complaint panel sessions
